London, Nov. 9.—The social democrats have 
decided not to resign from the German government 
pending decision on the armistice, according to a 
wireless dispatch from Berlin today. 
Previous dispatches announced that the so­ 
cialists intended to leave the government. 


REVOLUTION SPREADS IN GERMANY 


(By United Press) 
London, Nov. 9.— (British Admiralty W ire­ 
less)—A German wireless message received in 
London this afternoon said: 
The German imperial chancellor, Prince Max, 
has issued the following statement: 
% “The kaiser and king has decided to renounce 
the throne. 
“ The imperial chancellor will remain in office 
until the questions contained with the abdication 
of the kaiser, the renouncing by the crown prince 
erf the throne of the German empire and of Prussia, 
and the setting up of a regency have been settled. 
“For the regency he intends to appoint Deputy 
Ebert as imperial chancellor and he proposes that 
a bill shall be brought ia for the establishment of 
a law for the immediate promulgation of general 
suffrage and for a constitutional German national 
assembly which shall finally settle the future form 
of government of the German people and of those 
peoples which might be desirous of coming within 
the empire.“ 


London, Nov. 9.—The great fortress of Mau- 
beuge has been captured. Field Marshal Haig an­ 
nounced today. The British also made good pro­ 
gress south of that place. 


London, Nov. 9.—“The official wireless“ states 
that the kaiser has decided to abdicate and the 
crown prince to renounce the throne. 
The German wireless is the accepted means of 
the German government for sending news broad­ 
cast to the world. This matter is usually sent from 
the wireless station at Naun.

that 
ran over $5,000 a

U-BOATS USE OIL CAMOUFLAGE 


Submarine Commander* Try a 
Trick, but 'Tw as Quickly 
Found Out. 


New 


London. — Tricky 
German 
U-boat 
commander«: have conceived a new plan 
designated to deceive crews of the al­ 
lied submarine destroyers in the game 
of hide and seek in European waters. 
When n d< nth bomb is di^cbarged and 
does not cripple or destroy the Ger­ 
man undersea bout, as sometimes hap­ 
pens, a quantity of oil Is released by 
some device of the submersible and 
quickly rises to the water’s surface. 
The hope of the German U-boat cap­ 
tain Is that the commander of the de­ 
stroyer will see the oil, believe that the 
submarine has been wrecked and drop 
no more depth charges. Meantime, the 
German 
is endeavoring 
to escape. 
American and British commanders of 
destroyers and submarine chasers dis­ 
covered the scheme of the Germans 
some time ago and since then have 
boon dropping depth bombs In greater 
numbers than previously, using the oil 
as a guide to the general location of 
their targ et 
“Oil camouflage" the 
American and British navy men call 
this latest German submarine trick. 


WOMEN HANDLE BIG SHELLS 


Young British Mother Settles Ques­ 
tion of Their Physical 
Fitness to Do So. 


Liverpool, Eng.—When women first 
were put to work In shell factories here 
they handled only the light field-gun 
shells. 
Later U became necessary for 
them to turn out larger shells, and 
doubts were raised as to whether the 
women were strong enough to handle 
them. 
A young mother • settled the 
question. 
“Let me heft the shell,” she said, 
picking one up from the floor. “Aye,” 
she commented, “this shell is a mite 
heavy, 'tls true, but it’s not so heavy 
as my baby.” 
There is n shell factory In this dis­ 
trict operated almost exclusively by 
the daughters of business and profes­ 
sional men. 
Many are young girls 
who ha»’ never done any kind of work 
other than needle work and cooking. 
The heavy work of the establishment 
is performed by the wives of sailors. 
This Is a nonprofit making factory 
and it Is the reply of the Cunnrd com­ 
pany to the Germans for the slaking 
of the Lusitania.

Aiding Nurses Discover« 
Own Boy. 


Paris.—A New York woman attached 
to the American Itcd Cross happened 
to be In Baris and volunteered to help 
in caring for the wounded coming In 
from the battle field. 
She was work­ 
ing busily when startled by a loud cry 
of “Mother!” 
Turning, she saw her own son, a 
young lieutenant 
in

army. 
He had been wounded in the 
leg by shrapnel. 
The first news she 
had had thnt her son was engaged In 
the battle was when she heard his cry. 
She obtained permission to accompany 
her son to a hospital.

that he was attended to, she went back

REVOLUTION SPREADS IN GERMANY 


(By United Press) 


London, Nov. 9.—(British Admiralty Wire- 


less)—A German wireless message received in 
London this afternoon said: 


The German imperial chancellor, Prince Max-, 


has issued the following statement: 


x , "The kaiser and king has decided to renounce 


the throne. 


"The imperial chancellor will remain in office 


until the questions contained with the abdication 
of the kaiser, the renouncing by the crown prince 
df the throne of the German empire and of Prussia, 
and the setting up of a regency have been settled. 


"For the regency he intends to appoint Deputy 


Ebert as imperial chancellor and he proposes that 
a bill shall be brought in. for the establishment of 
a law for the immediate promulgation of general 
suffrage and for a constitutional German national 
assembly which shall finally settle the future form 
of government of the German people and of those 
peoples which might be desirous of coming within 
the empire." 


London, Nov. 9.—"The official wireless" states 


that the kaiser has decided to abdicate and the 
crown prince to renounce the throne. 


The German wireless is the accepted means of 


the German government for sending news broad- 
cast to the world. This matter is usually sent from 
the wireless station at Naun.
